Independence Day

Summer is here and it is 
almost the Fourth of July 
(Independence Day). The 
following is a little history 
lesson on Independence 
Day. 

Independence Day in the 
United States is an annual 
holiday commemorating the 
formal adoption by the 
Continental Congress of 
the Declaration of 
Independence on July 4, 
1776 in Philadelphia. 
- Although the signing of the 
Declaration was not completed until August, the 
Fourth of July holiday has been the official anniver¬ 
sary of the United States independence and is cele¬ 
brated in all states and territories of the U.S. 

The holiday was first observed in Philadelphia on 
July 8, 1776, at which time the Declaration of 
Independence was read aloud, city bells rang, and 
the bands played. It was not declared a legal holiday, 
however, until 1941. The Fourth of July is traditionally 
celebrated publicly with parades and pageants, patri¬ 
otic speeches, and organized firing of guns and can¬ 
nons and displays of fireworks. 

Early in the 20th century, public concern for a “safe

Out-of-district placement 
misunderstood by many 

To the Editor: 

I would like to take this opportunity to thank the 
majority of Agawam Town Council members who 
voted for fully funding next year’s school budget. 

However, it is disappointing that the vote was not 
unanimous. I also find it regrettable that there is such 
a misunderstanding about special education, espe¬ 
cially the need and costs for some children to be in 
out-of-district placements. 

The reasons why we must send children to LPVEC 
programs and a few out-of-district schools is very 
complicated and cannot be briefly explained. But, 
hopefully, my following comments will make clear 
some of the reasons for students being educated in 
outside placements: 

I feel that Agawam Public Schools does one of the 
finest jobs in Massachusetts in educating all students, 
general education and special education students in 
town. However, because of the diversity and severity 
of special needs, some students cannot be given the 
types of services and education they need in 
Agawam. That is why we belong to the Lower Pioneer 
Valley Collaborative or why we, like other communi¬ 
ties, must look to a limited number of private special 
education schools. We are not sending our children 
out of town because we want to isolate them from 
their community or their peers. Quite the contrary, we 
cheris them as community members. It is simply 
because we want these students to receive the serv¬ 
ices not available here. 

All of us in special education want the best for our 
children. All of us want to “include” as many students 
as possible in Agawam Schools, not simply because 
it is our legal obligation, but because it is morally right.

Schools are public institutions and whatever the 
nature or the needs of the children in the community, 
it is the responsibility of public education to address 
these needs as best as they can. 

But, sometimes it js not in the best interest of the 
child to provide this education in town. A school needs 
to look at the many things in making placement deci¬ 
sions. They have to look at all of the effects, consider 
all involved, and do what will mean the most and be 
best for the child in the long run. 

There is never an easy answer to the question. 
Just as a democratic society must constantly struggle 
with the challenge of equitably distributing resources 
and services, so, too, must schools strive for educa¬ 
tional quality in complex situations and within limited 
budgets. Just as a democratic society protects minor¬ 
ity rights, so, too, must schools respect diversity. 
Public education is filled with complexity, ambiguity, 
and insoluble dilemmas that are perplexing. While we 
cannot resolve them all, we can strive to understand 
them better and share our understandings so that we 
can collectively live with them with more wisdom and 
grace. 

Education placement decisions about children who 
are disabled must be made on a case-by-case basis. 
Parents and educators must weigh options and 
understand that different environments have advan¬ 
tages and disadvantages for teaching specific skills. 
Yes, we should always assume that every student’s 
first placement is in regular education within his or her 
home community. But, when a child's needs cannot 
be met in that setting, educating the child in their com¬ 
munity is not always possible. 

On those rare occasions, in order to enable a stu¬ 
dent to effectively learn, it may be necessary to pro¬ 
vide a more structured or restricted setting outside of 
the community. All placement decisions should be 
based on a well-developed IEP with an emphasis on 
the needs of the child, and reasonable provision of 
services. And sometimes these services cannot be 
met in town. 

From my observation, placement decisions made 
in Agawam over the past 27 years have always been 
made considering what will best benefit the child. And 
that is how I expect they will continue to be made. 
Agawam does what is best and right for every child. 
That is why our school system is one of the best in the 
area. The success of educational decisions can be 
seen in the many accomplishments of Agawam’s 
general and special education students and gradu¬ 
ates. 

In conclusion, I would like to thank the children and 
families I have worked with over the past 12 years as 
Out-of-District Liaison for Agawam Public Schools. It 
has been an honor working with each child and fami¬ 
ly. Parents, I truly appreciate your sharing your chil¬ 
dren with me. I feel blessed for having been a small 
part of their lives and education. Please know they 
have all ben very “special” to me and their successes 
have touched my life greatly. 

In ending, these children have inspired me over the 
years and I hope that everyone will understand what 
love a “special” child can bring.

Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) would like to warn consumers in her dis¬ 
trict and throughout the Commonwealth .of the dan¬ 
gers of belonging to health plans that are unautho¬ 
rized by the Division of Insurance and may not be 
licensed to sell health insurance.

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Fire Wise... 

Some tips on 
choosing and using 
a fire extinguisher 

by Fire Chief David Pisano 

Most fires start small, and it is at this stage that if a 
fire extinguisher is handy, it could put out the fire or 
keep it from spreading. You should only attempt to 
fight a fire with a fire extinguisher when it is small and 
in its early stage. If your exit could potentially be 
blocked by fire, don’t attempt to fight the fire. Instead, 
get out of the building. 

The Agawam Fire Department provides the follow¬ 
ing hints on purchasing and using a fire extinguisher: 

* Most fire extinguishers operate this way: 

1. Pull the locking pin. 

2. Aim at the base of the flames. 

3. Squeeze the handle. 

4. Sweep back and forth over the burning area. 

* The contents of most extinguishers last less than 
30 to 60 seconds. Aim carefully at the base of the 
flame. 

* Fire extinguishers are meant to fight only small 

fires (no bigger around than a trash can). Fighting too 
large a fire can be dangerous. » 

* Whenever a fire occurs, get everyone out first 
and call the Agawam Fire Department at 911. Then 
use your extinguisher if the fire is still small enough. 

* All fire extinguishers are not alike. They are 
marked with the letter(s) indicating the type of fire 
they can put out: 

“A” - Ordinary fuels such as wood, cloth, paper, 
rubber, and plastics. 

“B” - Flammable liquids like gasoline, kerosene, 
oil, paint, and kitchen grease. 

“C” - Electricity 

“D” - Metals 

* Purchase a multi-purpose extinguisher with a 
“BC” or “ABC” label for typical home use. 

* Install extinguishers. 

* Check the pressure gauge on your extinguisher 
periodically to see if it needs recharging. Look in the 
phone book for professionals to fill and recharge 
extinguishers. 

* Always refill or replace a used extinguisher 
immediately. Never put it back empty. An empty extin¬ 
guisher is dangerous for someone else to use. 
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Melconian 
announces 
new state Internet 
licensing system

Law Enforcement has created a new Internet licens¬ 
ing system called “MassOutdoors,” which will enable 
people to purchase all available outdoor recreational 
licenses online. 

“This new system is more convenient for 
Massachusetts residents as well as more time effi¬ 
cient,” Senator Melconian said. “Recreational enthusi¬ 
asts will no longer have to wait on lines to obtain 
licenses and can spend more of their time outdoors.” 

The MassOutdoors Internet system will allow peo¬ 
ple to purchase fishing, hunting and sporting licenses, 
recreational lobster permits, and registration renewals 
for boats, all-terrain vehicles, and snowmobiles 
online, 24 hours a day, 365 days a year, but using 
their credit card. Temporary licenses may be printed 
at the time of purchase and are valid for 10 days, 
while the permanent license is mailed to the con¬ 
sumer. Once an individual visits the site and registers 
for a license, their information can be saved in the 
database for future visits. Over 9,000 licenses, regis¬ 
trations, and permits have already been sold to resi¬ 
dents and tourists in Massachusetts in the six months 
since the release of the site.

Protect your family while camping this summer 


Camping in the wilderness can be adventurous and 
a great learning experience for most families. But 
neglecting to take simple safety precautions can 
quickly turn a fun-filled camping trip into a disaster. 

If your family decides to “rough it” outdoors this 
summer, it’s important to remember that safety should 
remain at the forefront of all camping activities. 

“While children are completely caught up in the 
wonders of nature, adults need to be very aware of 
possible safety hazards associated with camping,” 
said Mandi Summers, coordinator, Western 
Massachusetts Safe Kids Coalition headquartered at 
Baystate Medical Center Children’s Hospital. 

OUTDOOR SAFETY 

* Bring a first aid kit and emergency telephone 
numbers. 

* Know ahead of time where the nearest telephone 
or ranger station is located in case of an emergency. 

* Dress children in several layers of clothing. 
Children can become cold or warm more quickly than 
adults. 

* Pack essentials, such as a flashlight, extra food, 
warm clothing, and rain gear to prepare for unexpect¬ 
ed bad weather. 

* Before camping, check the area's weather fore¬ 
cast. 

* Inform others where you are camping and when 
to expect your return. 

HIKING SAFELY 

* Never allow children to hike alone, but with an 
adult. 

* Map out your hiking trail ahead of time. Be sure 
any trail you choose is well marked and do not sway 
from it. Bring a compass. 

* Make sure children are capable of the hike in 
terms of distance, pace, and difficulty. 

* Make sure to bring plenty of drinking water 
because hiking can cause dehydration. 

* Wear proper hiking boots and clothing that cover 
as much exposed skin as possible to protect from 
scrapes, bites, and plant poisonings. 


WATER SAFETY 

* Always supervise children in or near water. 

* Teach children to always swim with a buddy, 
never alone. 

* Children should wear appropriate personal flota¬ 
tion devices when near water. 

* Never let a child go in the water before testing the 
temperature. If the water is too cold, it may affect the 
child’s breathing or cause cramps. 

* Be aware of the nature of the water. An open body 
of water that looks virtually motionless may have a 
strong undercurrent. 

* Do not allow children to wade into water without 
protective footwear. There may be broken pieces of 
glass or sharp objects. 

* Teach children water safety habits. They should 
not run, push others under water, jump on others, 
dive, or jump in shallow water. 

* Never allow children to swim during lightning 
storms or other bad weather. 

* Know infant and child cardiopulmonary resuscita¬ 
tion (CPR). 

PREVENTING POISONINGS 

* Teach children to stay away from all plants and 
wild berries unless you are certain they are safe. 
Because it is often difficult to know what is or is not 
potentially poisonous, the safest recommendation is 
to stay away from plants that are unknown to you. You 
can also seek advice from your local poison control 
center. 

* Teach children to stay clear of poison ivy and poi¬ 
son oak, which can irritate the skin. 

BITS AND STINGS 

* Apply an insect repellent to a child’s clothing and 
exposed skin. Some repellents are too strong for 
small children, so consult medical personnel for rec¬ 
ommended repellents. Always have an adult apply the 
insect repellent and always follow the product’s 
instructions. 

* Avoid using scented products such as perfumes 
and shampoos, which attract insects. 


* Be sure to shake out all clothing before putting it 
on. 

* Teach children not to disturb or provoke any ani¬ 
mal they may encounter. Although an animal may look 
friendly, sudden action could frighten the animal and 
cause an attack. 

* Never leave a child alone with'an animal, even if 
you believe it to be safe. 

* Teach children to watch out for snakes and to 
never pick up or disturb them. 

SUN SAFETY 

* Apply sunscreen 15 to 30 minutes before going 
out into the sun so it can penetrate, and apply it fre¬ 
quently throughout the day. Also, remember that sun 
rays can still reach the earth even with cloudy skies. 

* Dress your child in light colored fabrics that cover 
the child’s exposed skin such as the head, arms, and 
legs. 

* Be especially careful in high altitudes where the 
sun rays are stronger. 

COOKING AND HEATING 

* Always supervise children near a campfire or 
portable stove. 

* When making a campfire pit, be sure it is large 
enough to keep a fire from spreading. Avoid building 
one on windy days. 

* Keep a bucket of water and a shovel beside the 
fire at ail times. 

* Keep matches and lighters out of children’s reach. 
Never use either inside of a tent. 

* Never bum charcoal or use portable camping 
heaters, lanterns, or stoves inside of tents, campers, 
or vehicles. Carbon monoxide is an odorless and 
tasteless gas which can cause flu-like symptoms and 
even death. 

“Follow these simple guidelines and let safety lead 
the way of your family’s outdoor camping adventure,” 
Summers said.

Dealing with those stretch marks... 

Question: Is there anything I can do about stretch 
marks? 

Answer: First, let’s try to understand how a stretch 
mark finds its way onto your body. Given its name, it 
is for certain that stretching the skin would be the rea¬ 
son for these ugly “scars.” This occurs in the dermis, 
the elastic layer that allows the skin to stretch and 
retain its shape. 

When this layer stretches to the limits for an 
amount of time (say as in pregnancy or excessive 
weight gain), the skin becomes less elastic and the 
connective fibers break ... think of an elastic band. 
Depending on your natural skin coloring, we are left 
with raised pink, reddish brown, or dark brown stria- 
tions that may turn violet as the skin stretches. 
Eventually they flatten and fade to become shiny 
flesh-colored streaks, slightly lighter than your own 
natural skin tone. 

Stretch marks can appear anywhere on the body, 
but most likely in places where fat is stored: the 
abdomen, breasts, upper arms, thighs, and buttocks. 

I have not found any information on the heredity 
issue, but I can say from personal experience that I 
have been blessed with skin that has great stretch- 
ability! My mother had six children and I had four, and 
neither one of us has a stretch mark to prove it. My 
poor sister had one child and can prove it! 

When I became pregnant, my grandmother told me 
to be a faithful cocoa butter user, and she guaranteed 
that I would never see a stretch mark. So, who do I 
thank, mom or grandma? 

These little “souvenirs” are completely harmless 
and are considered a cosmetic issue. If these are 
extensive enough, your body may resemble our local 
road map and a trip to the dermatologist can help. 
Laser treatments have helped considerably, while 
some find results in using a tretinoin preparation such 
as Retin-A or Renova. 

This preparation should not be used if you are 
pregnant or nursing. Again, your doctor should be the 
one to discuss a solution with you.

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We still need freedom 


Our seven year-old son asked us about people 
who live in Tennessee. “Do they have freedom there?” 
he asked. “Yes,” his mother replied. “How do you 
know?” he inquired further. “Because they're 
Americans. Tennessee is a state in America, just like 
Massachusetts." 

That settled it for him. At a young age, our son 
understands that Americans enjoy freedom. 

With the revival in patriotism in our country since 
last fall, one of the things we’ve come to treasure in 
America is our freedom. 

Chances are, our son has come to appreciate the 
importance of freedom at least partially because of 
the Lee Greenwood song, “God Bless the USA.” 

Long before our forefathers drafted the Declaration 
of Independence, asserting that freedom is a funda¬ 
mental right of human beings, Jesus addressed the 
issue of freedom. 

To the Jews who believed in Him, Jesus said, 
“If you hold to My teaching, you are really My dis¬ 
ciples. Then you will know the truth, and the truth 
will set you free.” They answered Him, “We are 
Abraham’s descendants and have never been 
slaves of anyone. How can You say that we shall 
be set free?” Jesus replied, "I tell you the truth, 
everyone who sins is a slave to sin. Now a slave 
has no permanent place in the family, but a son 
belongs to it forever. So if the Son sets you free, 
you will be free indeed. I know you are Abraham’s 
descendants.” 

Setting aside for a moment the fact that the people 
who told Jesus “We are Abraham’s descendants 
and have never been slaves of anyone" were fac¬ 
tually incorrect, because their ancestors had actually 
been slaves in Egypt for over 400 years (remember 
the Exodus?), that is not the point. The point that 
Jesus was making is that anybody who sins, is in 
bondage to sin. 

In practice, many of us already know that this is 
true. People constantly say they "couldn’t help them¬ 
selves" when they did something wrong. 

One of the terrible things about sin is that it is never 
just a one-time thing; it haunts us and has power over 
us. 

The Book of Romans speaks about this. So I find 
this law at work: When I want to do good, evil is 
right there with me. For in my inner being I delight 
in God’s law; but I see another law at work in the 


members of my body, waging war against the law 
of my mind and making me a prisoner of the law 
of sin at work within my members. What a 
wretched man I am! 

The person who penned the Book of Romans was 
the Apostle Paul, who before he became a Christian 
was a diligently and strictly observant Jew. 

If there was anybody who could lay hold to the 
claim “We are Abraham’s descendants” it was him. 
But he realized that simply being a descendant of 
Abraham was not enough to make him truly free. He 
needed something more. 

Being Americans is not enough to make us truly 
free, either. The oceans are not enough to isolate us 
from the sins of others. As well, Americans have not 
escaped the edict that all have sinned and fallen 
short of the glory of God. 

That’s true whether you live in Tennessee or 
Massachusetts or any of the other 48 states. Being 
Americans does not make us truly free. We need 
something more. 

Fortunately, no one has to be a slave of sin, if he or 
she doesn’t want to be.. All we have to do is come 
clean about our sin. The Bible says if we claim to be 
without sin, we deceive ourselves and the truth is 
not in us. 

Those who have not yet embraced Jesus Christ as 
their personal Lord and Savior can do so relatively 
easily. 

Those who traveled to America’s shores usually 
had to endure great hardship to get here, but Jesus 
Himself endured our hardship so that we can enter the 
kingdom of God. 

People who wish to receive Jesus Christ as their 
Savior don’t have to pass through an Ellis Island or 
cope with the INS; God is waiting for them with open 
arms! 

Being Christians doesn’t mean we don’t sin any¬ 
more; we may wish it did, but it doesn’t. If we want to 
be truly free, all of us have to regularly come clean 
about our sin. If we confess our sins, God is faith¬ 
ful and just and will forgive us our sins and pun fy 
us from all unrighteousness. 

We still need freedom, each and every one of us. 
The Bible says therefore there is now.no condem¬ 
nation for those who are in Christ Jesus, because 
through Jesus Christ the law of the Spirit of life 
set me free from the law of sin and death. For what 
the law was powerless to do in that it was weak¬ 
ened by the sinful nature, God did by sending His 
own Son in the likeness of sinful man to be a sin 
offering. Those who live according to the sinful 
nature have their minds set on what that nature 
desires; but those who live in accordance with the 
Spirit have their minds set on what the Spirit 
desires. The mind of the sinful man is death, but 
the mind controlled by the Spirit is life and peace.

Who owns you? Wien I ask myself that question, my first impulse is to dismiss it as 
nonsensical. With Paul, who enjoyed the rights and freedoms of a Roman citizen, I too can boast 
that I am free—at least politically. 

Olav Olavson was a free citizen of Sweden, but he found himself hardpressed for money. 
So in desperation he sold his body for medical research to the Karolinska Institute in Stockholm 
in 1910. A year later, he inherited a fortune, so he tried to buy himself back. But the Institute 
refused to sell him his rights to his own body, and in a lawsuit they retained possession of it. The 
Institute even collected damages from him because he had two teeth extracted without 
permission. 

All of us are slaves to sin and spiritually dead—unless we have been bom again. We can 
be set free from the penalty and power of sin (and how I rejoice that I have been set free) by 
prayerfully asking Jesus Christ to become our Liberator. We experience spiritual freedom as we 
accept His gift of forgiveness and then offer ourselves as slaves to God (Romans 6:22). 

What a blessed paradox! As God's slaves we enjoy a life of true freedom, peace, and 
hope. —VCG

Settlement vs. trial 

Question: I have been involved in a contested 
divorce action for several months. The contested 
issues involve custody of our two children, whether 
my husband or I will reside in our home, and the divi¬ 
sion of my husband’s pension plan. My attorney 
explained to me that a trial is a very expensive court 
proceeding and that I should try to settle these issues 
before a trial date is assigned. Can you explain the 
difference between the two procedures? 

Answer: At a trial, each spouse and their witness¬ 
es present facts supporting their side of the case to a 
Probate Court Judge. That presiding trial judge, as 
the “finder of the facts,” decides the facts upon which 
that judge renders a divorce decision. That decision 
becomes the Judgement of Divorce. 

The Judgement of Divorce becomes an enforce¬ 
able order of the court. One or both of the parties will 
not be satisfied with the Judgement. Your attorney is 
aware that the process of a trial is very formal and 
very expensive. A settlement prior to trial allows the 
parties to script the divorce decree along lines desir¬ 
able to them. The parties can agree to orders that a 
judge might not perceive as necessary or appropriate 
to their site of facts. Of course, in order for a settle¬ 
ment to be successful, both parties must deal with the 
issues in a reasonable manner.

Auto Lease - Insurance Coverage 

Where (1) a plaintiff suffered injuries in an auto 
accident that occurred between his car and a vehicle 
leased by a defendant motorist from a codefendant 
rental company and (2) the defendant motorist had 
not maintained insurance coverage as required by the 
auto rental agreement, the Court held that the code¬ 
fendant rental company may be held jointly and sev¬ 
erally liable, with the defendant motorist, for the plain¬ 
tiff’s damages. 

“Responsibility of automobile leasing companies 
for uninsured lessees has not been addressed by 
Massachusetts courts, the Court said. Therefore, it is 
necessary to look to other jurisdictions for assis¬ 
tance. Several states have started a movement 
towards holding lessors liable for accidents by their 
lessees where the lessee does not obey the leasing 
agreement and maintain the proper insurance.” 

“Absent Massachusetts precedent, the court 
applied the decisions of other states. In the present 
case, the defendant leased an automobile from the 
codefendant. Under the terms of the leasing agree¬ 
ment, the defendant was required to maintain liability 
insurance of $100,000.00/$300,000.00 for bodily 
injury and $50,000.00 for property damage. At the 
time of the accident, the defendant had failed to main¬ 
tain the required insurance. Thus applying the deci¬ 
sions rendered in other states, the codefendant, in 
failing to ensure that the lessee (defendant) procured 
the contractual liability insurance, is liable to the 
plaintiff for the subsequent injuries sustained from the 
collision just as the defendant is, the Court conclud¬ 
ed.”

Low mortgage rates may mean 
prime time to refinance 

(Part 2 of 3) 

REACHING A DECISION 

To help decide if refinancing might be a good idea 
for you, make a few basic calculations or go on-line 
and utilize tools available such as those on ameri- 
canexDress.com/mortaaaes . 

1. Add up your financing costs. Refinancing 
expenses can include one or two “points,” in which 
each point equals one-percent of the loan amount, as 
well as costs for an appraisal, a credit check, title 
insurance, and processing your application. You can 
expect to pay anywhere from one- to five-percent of 
your outstanding principal in refinancing costs. 

So, for example, if you have $100,000 in principal 
remaining on your mortgage, you might expect your 
refinancing costs to be from $1,000 to $5,000. 
Closing costs may vary, so shop around to find the 
best product for you. 

2. Calculate your potential monthly savings by 

finding out the monthly amount you would potentially 
pay under a new mortgage from your lender. Subtract 
your current monthly payment from this new payment 
amount to discover your potential monthly savings. 

3. Divide your refinancing costs by the month¬ 
ly savings to determine how long it will take to recov¬ 
er your closing costs. If you plan to stay in your home 
longer than the time it takes to recoup costs, refi¬ 
nancing will likely save you money. 

When you consider refinancing, remember that a 
lower interest rate may mean you’ll have a smaller 
mortage-interest tax deduction. In general, mortgages 
with higher up-front costs will have lower interest 
rates, and vice versa.

Summertime drinks... 


You need refreshing, cool, tall, and tasty drinks for 
the summer. Iced tea doesn’t have to be boring, and 
lemonades should have a “twist” to them. Here are a 
few ideas for you to explore and change around to 
your own taste. 

Watermelon isn’t just for slurping ... you can make 
“Watermelon Coolers.” Find that perfect watermelon 
and remove the seeds. Using just the sweet red pulp, 
you place the chunks in a blender to puree. Fill a glass 
with about 1/3 shaved iced. Pour in the watermelon to 
fill about 2/3.

You can use this 
for making jelly along with having enough mint to 
dress up those drinks. (By the way, the mint jelly will 
come in handy when you serve those lamb chops.) 

Lemonades for the adults can be spiced up using 


Bacardi limon. Try making cantaloupe ice cream, and 
serve a scoop in those tall summer drinks. Keep plen¬ 
ty of seltzer on hand; it is the perfect mixer to use 
when making these icy concoctions.

Add O.J. to 
make mimosas, a shot of Chambord, with fresh rasp¬ 
berries over ice.

Charlie Roberts 
elected student 
body president 

He’s a pack rat with a pet rat, but the true essence 
of 1999 Agawam High School graduate Charlie 
Roberts lies much deeper. 

Roberts was recently elected student body presi¬ 
dent at Curry College, a private, liberal arts school sit¬ 
uated on 132 acres in Milton (just minutes from down¬ 
town Boston). 

Roberts entered Curry in January of 2000 after tak¬ 
ing a semester off to become "more collected.”

He spent his formative years as a member of a small 
(but growing) minority - that of an openly gay high 
school student. Now, he stands, quite possibly, as the 
only openly gay student body president of a college or 
university in the country. 

Roberts came out to family and friends at the ten¬ 
der age of 15, and fortunately, found positive accept¬ 
ance from both groups. He did not, however, find it 
within himself readily. In an effort to overcome confu¬ 
sion and self-doubt, Roberts learned some important 
life lessons. His emotional transition ultimately helped 
him become the person he is today. 

“My entire perception of myself has changed; I've 
Tound personal qualities I never knew I had,” he said. 

Roberts also credits his “hero," his mother Sherry, 
for teaching him strength and resilience. She raised 
Roberts as a single mother and worked three jobs at 
times. 

“She taught me that strength has to come from 
somewhere, and sometimes it has to come from with¬ 
in yourself,” he said. 

Roberts was a member of the AHS swim team for 
four years and was a captain for his final two years.

Keep your left heel 
grounded to add resistance... 

Whether you should lift your heel off the ground in 
the backswing (one of the most commonly asked 
questions about the swing) depends on what type of 
golfer you are. 

If you are flexible and do not have a problem mak¬ 
ing a full backswing turn (or even have a tendency to 
overswing), then you should probably keep your left 
heel grounded. This stops your hips turning too far in 
your backswing and keeps your overall swing com¬ 
pact. 

You will be able to wind up your body with more 
resistance from the lower half, resulting in a faster 
unwinding of the body spring in the downswing. To 
help you keep your left heel grounded, try the follow¬ 
ing drill: 

1. Take up your normal address position, and 
squeeze a golf ball under the toes of your left shoe. 
You will feel your weight distribution being tipped 
toward your left heel, which is good. 

2. As you move into your backswing, try to keep 
your weight on your heel. With the ball under your 
toes, if you do lift your left heel, your balance will 
become very rocky indeed. 

3. Hit a few shots with the ball under your toes 
(start with practice swings before moving on to prac¬ 
tice drives), then remove the ball, and see if you still 
keep your left heel grounded.
